NEW YORK GETS 


Out of 1335 Inspected Only 
Five Objectionable. 
Scandal Features. 


Censorship Law Amendment 
| Strongly Urged. 


[EXCIASIVE DIAPATCH.| 
ALBANY (N. v.) Jan. 18.— Out 
of a total of 1335 films inspected 
by the Motion-Picture Commission 
prior to January 1, only five were 
so objectionable that the commis- 


sion found it necessary to prohibt 
their exhibition in this State. 

Among the recommendations 
made by the commission in its an- 
nual report is one for an amend- 
ment to the motion-picture cen- 
sorship law, giving the ecommis- 
sioners power to refuse the grant- 
ing of a license or permit for films 
which contain unpatriotic or se- 
ditious features or matter. 

Another suggestion, made with 
some hesitancy and not as a for- 
mal recommendation, deplores the 
absence of any powers in the com- 
mission to prevent people whose 
only claim to notoriety or distinc- 
tion is their connection with some 
scandal or crime from producing 
pictures. 


ASKS MORE FUNDS. 

The commission asks for a larger 
appropriation than it received last 
year and suggests that it should 
be authorized to employ a force of 
paid inspectors to visit the 1700 
motion-picture theaters in this 
State to determine whether uni- 
censed or prohibited films are be- 
ing displayed. The commission 
suggests that experiments made in 
other States with daily reports 
from producers and theater man- 
agers or with volunteer inspectors 
have not brought the desired re- 
sults. 
Without proper inspection the 
commission will not only become 
ineffective, but the commiasion 
will be subject to more or less 
ricidule,” says the report. , 

The commission says that com- 
paratively few of the films pre- 
sented violate the standards fixed 
by the statute. Only one decision, 
the report says, has taken 
into court for review by a film 
producer. This was where 4 pic- 
ture had been condemned in its en- 
tirety. In that instance the com- 
mission was sustained by the unan- 
imous vote of the appellate divi- 
sion in the first department. 
Labels appended to the report 
show that the commission haa is- 
sued permits for 6194 pictures Al- 
ready on exhibition when it be- 
gan work on August 1. without ex- 
amination. Licenses were issued 
for 1330 filma, of which 1170 went 
through without deletions of any 
kind. The number of eliminations 
ordered by the commission were 
746 from 160 filma, and of these 
4177 Involved scenes and 268 titles.

PEKING, Jan. 18.—North China 
is agitated by innumerable reports 
and counter-reports of opposition 
to the present Cabinet by the Chihli 
party. One report states that Tsao 
Kun, the Chihli leader, and Gen. 
Wu Pei Fu have reached an agree- 
ment with Cheng Chiung Ming to 
overthrow the Liang Cabinet, un- 
seat President Heu nang and 
make former President Li Yuan- 
Hung the chief executive. 

Gen. Chin Yun-Peng. the re- 
cently retired Premier, has 
thrown himeelf and a lot of his

tion. Gen. Wu is continuing his 
work of enlisting the support of 
the Yangtse military governors and 
is said to be concentrating his 
troops along the Peking-Hankow 
Railway. He also is said to have a 
further plan of distributing soldiers 
along the Peking-Mukden line. 

Premier Liang Shih-Yi, accord- 
ing to one report, is ready to re- 
sign and President Heu is con- 
sidering a similar step.

There was a time when the sources of 
taxation now reserved for State government 
alone paid nearly one-third of the combjned 
cost of our city and county government. 
No public utility pays any city or county 
tax on its operative property. No bank or 
insurance company pays city and county 
taxes. Every owner of an automobile in 
Los Angeles, and there are more than 
70,000 of them, pays an annual license; 
but none of the money goes to the sup 
port of the city and county government. 
Los Angeles county pays nearly haif of the 
inheritance taxes of the State; but not one 
dollar of it goes to the relief of local 
taxes. 


That total runs to about 40 per cent of 
all taxes, other than for the support of the 
Federal government, paid in Los Angeles 
county and its municipal subdivisions. 
Times pointed out a year ago that the per 
capita tax collected under the King bill 
would be greater than the per capita Ger- 
many was called upon to pay in war repa- 
rations. Whenever the taxes go higher 
the rates for public service must increase; 
for the people must pay the money to the 
corporations before the corporations can 
pay it to the State. The Railroad Commis 
sion has just explained in a statement to 
the public that the increase in operating 
costs, due in a large part to increased taxes, 
compels the commission to grant an in- 
crease in rates.

And the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission takes those taxes into 
consideration when fixing the passenger 
and freight rates charged by the steam 
roads in California. 

It is to the everlasting credit of 
the members of the Legislature from 
Los Angeles county that a majority of them 


voted against the King bill. If the repre-

public schools are to be run in the inter- 
ests of the paid employees of the city or in 
the interests of the school children and the 
public. This scheme of domination by teach- 
er-counciis is thinly-veiled sovietism. It is 
a movement inaugurated by the radical ele- 
ment among the teachers—-something that 
bodes no good for our public schools—to 
take the control of the school department 
out of the hands of the regularly elected 
members of the board and the regularly ap 
pointed superintendent and staff and con- 
fer it upon @ self-appointed group of teach- 
ers. 

It there is one department of our govern- 
ment that should be kept scrupulously clean 
of radical influences it is our public school 
system. Those who will conduct the at- 


fairs of the city, State and nation in the 


near future are today receiving their train- 
ing for citizenship in the public schools. 
They are the fountain head of representa- 
tive government in this country; and if the 
fountain be tainted by radical influence in 
the schoolroom the stream cannot remain 
pure. 

The Times realizes that a great majority 
of the public school teachers of Los Ange- 
les are not radically inclined, that they are 
intensely patriotic and seek to build char- 
acter while they are giving instruction. But 
we are confronted by the actual condition 
of a group of them associated in an organi- 
zation styling itself teacher-councils and at- 
tempting to dictate to those upon whom 
the citizens of Los Angeles have invested 
the authority of directing the public school 
system. We have built up in Los Angeles 
one of the best educational systems in the 
country without any undue interference 
from the classroom teachers. The salaries 
paid are among the best in the country and 
we must insist that the teachers show them- 
selves submissive to the necessary discipline 
imposed by. the Board of Education. 

The teachers now possess the right of pe- 
tition, of which they make frequent use; 
but when they insist on the right of “initia- 
tive, counsel and review" they are demand- 
ing something which, if granted, would im- 
peril our whole public school system. Many 
of them have boasted in private that they 
can exercise sufficient political influence to 
control the election of the members of the 
Board of Education; and it is upon their 
political pull that they depend to foist their 
program upon the present board. 

We repeat that the issue before the board 
will be whether the public schools shall be 
conducted in the interest of the public or 
in that of the radical element among the 
teuchers. Our schools were well conducted 
before the soviet idea came out of Russia 
to disturb existing conditions in this coun- 
try. We have nothing to gain and much 
to lose by permitting it to gain a foothold 
in the publie schools of Los Angeles.
